SLAVERY AND SLAVE LAW. 

Slavery is said toesist in Kentucky in a mild 
form. The mild and patriarchal character of the 
alaye laws is well exhibited in the following trans- 
action which occured, it is said, a few davs since, 
in Covington, opposite this city. ' 

A slave-holder in Virginia some time since per- 
mitted one of his slaves to hire himself out in Cov- 
ington, on condition that he should pay his master 
S10 per year for his services. This was faithful- 
ly performed. The slave married in Covington a 
free woman, by whom he had several children.— 
At length the master came to Cincinnati, and sent 
for the sizve to come to him. Of course the mo- 
ment he set foot on Ohio soil by the consent of his 
master, he was free by Ohio law. Het eame, and 
hie master contracted with him (he then a freeman 
«f Ohio) to purchase his freedom for S400, The 
man consented and paid his master on the spot 
$124, and subsequently made a payment of S50 
more. ‘The man returned to Covington to his fami- 
ly, not to his former owner. A few days since the 
master, repenting of his bargain, came and seized 
him him to take him back to Virginia as a slave.— 
He was resisted, and the case breveht hefore a 
Kentucky court. The decision was that the man 
was a slave, though free by Ohio law and really a 
citizen of Ohio, and entitled to her protection; that 
the contract made with his master was nuil., be- 
cause a slave is incapable of making a contract— 
that he could not recover what he had paid towards 
his freedom, because all a slave earns belongs to 
his master—anid so by this mild patriarchal insti- 
tution, this poor man was robbed of his freedom, 
his money, his family, and himself. Such is  sla- 
very—such is slave Law. Less than this it cannot 

be—such things belong to its essence, 

Dare Christians remain in any connection which 
shields, which does not condemn, such atrocious 
wickedness? 

Yet Southern Christians declare that the sub- 
ject shall not be agitated, and we fear Northern 
Christians are preparing themselves to obey.— 
Christain Press. i

to agitate it. And refuses them its cooperation in 
so doing. Does not the Press see that all discussion 
is to be silenced if its late arduous labors against

1 aiso 
added a few words on the necessities of our move- 
ment, with respect to the pecuniary department.— 
The final result was, not one inhabitant of the 
town, man or wemun, subseriled for the paper, or 
contributed one “widew's mite” to the Treasury. 
We left early the next morning. in a dreary rain 
storm, having ourselves to pay a not very modest 
bill at the Hotel, for the keeping of our horses.— 
I trust the people were duly thankful for our la- 
hors, though they did not say so, They however. 
paid us the compliment to urge us strongly to visit 
them again. This we may not have to do another 
time, wholly ai cur own charges. Certainly not, 
when the women of the place shall have achieve 1 
their freedom. | 

Our prolonged stay at Kenton, gave us a moet} 
dismal ride in the mud and rain the next day, for, 
nearly or quite fifty miles. It was only relieved; 
by a single ray of sunshine from the humble loa! 
cabin of our peerless friend, Anson Clement, and | 
his sister, [also a noble spirit.) which we passed’ 
in the forenoon. We did not leave our carriage, 
as it rained hard, but the cheering effect of a call 
at the door, and a shake of the hand, lasted us all 
day long. Friend Clement lives in the humblest 
and obscurest manner, but to few persons is our 
cause so much indebted in all the West; either 
for fidelity to principle, or generosity in contribut- 
ing the “material aid.’ I say not, * May he live a 
thousand years’’—for souls like his, never can die.
